The Vnltant South tCorcans had 
launched their counter-attack only 
four houra after losing Pinpoint to 
1,000 Chinese reds last midnight. It 
was the sath time tlie dominating 
peak has changed hands since the 
ccntral-front-tiiirBt-lnto-flama OcL 
U. 

The HOKs clambered part way 
up the rain-slippery slopes of Pin- 
point at dawn and engajird Ilie Chi- 
nese with bayonets, knives, gren- 
ades, rifles and even fists. The bat- 
tlo sec-sawed buck and forth all day. 

Intense communist mortar, ar- 
tillery - and machlnogun lire cut 
down many ot the attackers.

The committee, headed by Rep. 
Arthur WlJwn, Washington, al- 
so recommended legislative okay 
ot a lurther study to determine re- 
vision ot poor laws to bring- about, 
a more uniform and effective relief 
proitram. - 

The report was submitted to Gov, 
Len Jordan tor presenlallon'to the 
1PS3 JfgWature, 

"It Is clearly evident that the 
burden pf care of poor Is unevenly 
distributed ainaung counties. In 
Ihow counties where the burden Is 
extremely heavy some revision to 
the present lystenf Is Indicated In 
order to enable basic needs to be 
met tn a humane fashion," the re- 
port said. 

The committee found that the 
Idaho poor laws "do not provide any 
crItnIa~updn~whlch'"local-Bovom-- 
ments may base policies for admin- 
istering care ot poor, or upon which 
dlliens may determine their legal 
privilege J, 

-Much Inefficiency and .lack ot 
effectiveness results from the In- 
formal method of administering 
care of poor In many counties," the 
report said. "These factori have a 
direct bearing on the evaluation Of 
need and the determination ot ade- 
quacy ot funds."

During October, two (ire preren- 
llon lUms were shown a total ot 
30 times to an aggregate ol 4.1M 
sludenli and adultv One hundred 
lire prevention posters were put 
up In the city. A toUl of 3000 
liDincs Inspected, blanks were dis- 
tributed to homes through the 
schools, and 30,000 pieces of fire 
prevention' literature were dlslrlb- 
uted to 4.300 homes. Plre inipeci 
Uon was held In all schools as 
well as rire drills. 

The InspecUo/i department check- 
ed 38 complaints, Issued 40 weed 
burning permiu and live notices 
of lire hawrds which resulted In 
lour corrections. Most of the hw- 
nrds noticed were weed patches 
which had not been cut or burned, 

Up lo.Nov. 1, the rire' depart- 
ment had answered 131 calls In IGsa 
as compared with 313 calls In IBSl.
